W. LINN today and the past few years have taken 
all that out of our postage stamps. It is not so bad with the com- 
mon 3c values issued for regular postage use, in fact even good 
for air mail use if need be, but when they get to dishing out 10c, 
15c and 25c stamps and such things in big quantities, they are over- 
loading the market. 

Perhaps they believed what Jim Farley once said, that there 
were ten million stamp collectors and that each one might want 
to buy a set. 

Take the 15ec CIPEX shect for example. The quantity printed 
was so big that it will take some years yet for it to grow in value 
so that it will ever turn out as a decent investment. 

Mr. Rueth gives figures on the souvenir sheet printings and 
if you doubt this just study those figures in his column this week 
and try to figure out just how long it will be before you can turn 
these 15c CIPEX sheets at a decent profit. 

Trouble is, that we have a lot of stamp collectors and also a 
lot of people that Mr. Farley called stamp collectors, but not all 
of these ten million even know that there was a CIPEX sheet is- 
sued and even if they did, they probably would not spend 15c for one. 

The CIPEX sheet has one thing in its favor however and that 
is that it can be used for Parcel Post Postage. 

That however is not true of this U. P. U. set of Air Mail Stamps 
that they unloaded on the boys. If these things could be used for 
Parcel Postage they would disappear readily enough, but the darn 
things are only good for Air Mail and most airmail is 6c. So what 
can one do with these high values? 


The country is full of them and we have been offered substan- 
tial quantities at as much as 10% discount, but what good are they 
except for stamp collectors and there are not enough stamp col- 
Jectors who have bought a set to absorb the big supply that was 
made. 

These stamps are destined to remain a drug on the market for 
years to come, for there is no way of getting rid of them in any 
quantity except for foreign air mail use. 


If some smart Hollywood stamp man would call on the mailing 
rooms at the Film Capital and induce them to buy up all they could 
get and use them up for air mail on Films, we might solve the 
problem. As it is however, thousands of collectors are stuck with 
shects or parts of sheets and they are going to be stuck for some 
years to come,

The Poor American Stamp Dealers 


One of the chief reasons why we can not have a real Stamp 
Dealers Association here in America just as they have over in 
England is due principally to the fact that the American Stamp 
Dealers can not afford the cost of same, is the advice we have from 
Mr. Herbert Reuben, president of the American Stamp Dealers 
Association. 


This is indeed a sad state of affairs here in a country so pros- 
perous as America has been in the past many years, and where 
we do still have enough left after paying taxes to live in a decent 
manner. It is unlike England, where taxes eat up perhaps a third of 
the smaller incomes, and other conditions are far from equal to 
what we have here. 


One of the great troubles with too many stamp dealers in this 
country is that they are stamp poor. They have so many stamps 
laying around that could be converted to cash and they are con- 
stantly buying more so that they are always short of cash. Every 
time some older dealer in New York passes away they find so much 
in old albums, boxes full of stamps and old approval sheets that it 
amazes the finders. Like when Percy Doane passed on and his 
stock was dug out. There were heaps of boxes and bundles of stamps 
that had been stacked up in his office so long that they had been 
forgotten. This has occurred with many of them. If the dealers would 
just clean house some day, dig out the stuff and run a bargain sale, 
we mean a real bargain sale, most of them could cash in a few 
thousand dollars and have cash in their pockets and never miss the 
stamps they sold. We know. we were a dealer once ourselves and 
know how the stuff accumulated. 


Collectors love big mixed lots and if you give them good 
value, you will sell them a lot more of the same kind of material 
and everyone will be happy. Try a housecleaning once and dig 
out the remains of old lots and accumulations and see how fast it 


Subject Of New Book 


The Black Jacks of 1863-67, by 
Maurice F. Cole. Published by 
Chambers Publishing Co., Kala- 
mazoo 25, Mich. Paper bound, 
121 pages, illustrated. Price $1.50. 


The latest addition to the popu- 
lar Chambers Handbook Series, 
this is an interesting and scholar- 
ly presentation of the story of 
one of the most popular and at- 
tractive, yet little-known, United 
States stamps of all times, the 2c 
black. Andrew Jackson portrait 
issue of 1863-67, commonly called 
“Black Jacks.” 

The seventeen chapters of the 
book are devoted to such subjects 
as the collateral sources, auto- 
graphed material, die and plate 
proofs, precancelling of the Black 
Jack, revenue usage, special 
covers, bisects, multiples, usage 
singly and in combination with 
other stamps, plate markings, 
foreign mail usage, perforation 
and printing oddities, and fancy 
cancellations. 

As the author states in his fore- 
word, the book is not intended as 
the “final word” on the subject, 
much of which is yet to be ex- 
plored, but it is an attempt to 
combine in a single publication 
the results of his own research 
and that of contemporary stu- 
dents, providing a solid founda- 
tion for future research. 

Because the author has skill- 
fully combined the bare essentials 
concerning the stamp itself with 
such collateral information as 
the Sanitary Fair, Christian 
Commission and patriotic covers, 
the combination usages for vari- 
ous postal rates, the fancy can- 
cellations, the oddities arising 
from production methods, and 
many other phases of philatelic 
and postal history, the book will 
be both useful and interesting to 
all collectors of United States 
stamps as well as to specialists in 
the Black Jacks. 

There are 115 illustrations of 
singles, multiple pieces, covers, 
plate and cancellation varieties 
included in the book.

Commendable Idea 
For FDC Cachets 


by Charles N. Roeckell 


First Day Covers are more pop- 
ular than ever. And why not, 
when they are the most attractive 
items in the average collection? 
The cover services compete with 
each other on the basis of attrac- 
tiveness of design, trying to outdo 
each other with engravings, num- 
ber of colors and artistic design. 
Yes—first day covers have nearly 
everything the ordinary collector 
wants in his collection. That’s 
right—nearly—but not quite 
everything. 


An FDC has, of course, the 
stamp—single, pair, block or plate 
number block—depending upon 
the collector. It has a nice cancel- 
ation by special courtesy of the 
P.O. D. which says that this is a 
first day cover. It has the date of 
issue of the stamp and the first 
day city. But one thing is missing 
—a write-up of the stamp. 


The cover printers provide a 
pretty picture for the cachet. 
Some of these designs are works 
of art. And some—let’s just say— 
are not. But all of the designs 
completely overshadow the stamp, 
making it of secondary interest. 
Now, why doesn’t some enter- 
prising cover service eliminate the 
picture and replace it with a 
write-up of the stamp? 

There is artistry and craftsman- 
ship in printing and type faces. A 
well-designed piece of typogra- 

















phy, in two colors, with an inch 
square illustration to brighten the 
copy, would not only be attractive 
but would restore philatelic bal- 
ance to the cover. 

A collector could get an un- 
cacheted cover and type in his 
own write-up. In appearance it 
would not be much and no collec- 
tor wants an eyesore. But a first- 
rate typographer could begin with 
the stamp, select a type _ face, 
border and colors to match and 
lay out a job with plenty of eye 
appeal. 

The write-up itself cannot be 
overlong due to space limitations. 
This is probably an advantage as 
it would keep the story to the 
point. The biggest pitfall for the 
printer would be accuracy. No- 
thing is worse than misinforma- 
tion in a stamp collection. And 
having the same error in thou- 
sands of collections borders on the 
horrifying. The necessary infor- 
mation, in most cases, can be 
found in the recognition encyclo- 
pedias, making it easy on the 
cover printer. 

Such a write-up on a first day 
cover, tastefully designed, would 
direct attention to the stamp  in- 
stead of away from it. Then a col- 
lection of first day covers becomes 
instead a collection of stamps on 
first day covers. 

Which is what it should be.

Kansas and Nebraska. 


The then Postmaster General 
was sufficiently sold on the plan 
to authorize a trial in Kansas and 
Nebraska. The smaller post of- 
fices had littl demand for 
stamps of the higher denomina- 
tions, and the eleven lower values 
of the 1926-27 regular issue were 
overprinted, “Kans.” and “Nebr.” 
respectively. 

Alas, a new Postmaster General 
took office. He did not approve of 
the state stamps, but allowed 
those that had already been pre- 
pared for Kansas and Nebraska to 
be put into service. 

No restrictions were placed on 
the use of the stamps with the 
control in other states. Residents 
of both Kansas and Nebraska 
continued to send small sums of 
money in the form of stamps for 
goods ordered by mail. The large 
mail order houses in Chicago and 
Kansas City received large 
amounts of the stamps. They even 
precanceled them. There was an 
official ruling forbidding the pre- 
canceling of the stamps with the 
state control overprint, but quite 
a number of the postmasters in 
both Kansas and Nebraska disre- 
garded the order. 

I have the 1c and 3c precanceled 
by the post office of the small 
town of Milford, Kansas, unlisted 
in my catalog. It was said these 
were used by the institution then 
located there which specialized in 
rejuvenating elderly men_ by 
transplanting goat glands. (Nurse, 
fetch my false teeth so I can 
start whistling at girls again!) 

Most of the writers on this sub- 
ject have stated that the stamps 
with the control overprint were 
not available in either Omaha or 
Lincoln. I have no information 
about Lincoln except in a first- 
day cover. However, in Omaha 
they were issued to the branch 
post offices, including the Bur- 
lington Postal] Station which is on 
the railway tracks near both the 
Union and Burlington passenger 
depots, and which now exclusively 
handles parcel post mail. 

The Burlington Postal Station, 
had some of the high values, par- 
ticularly the 8c, long after the 
printing was exhausted in most 
post offices out in the state. And 
during the 1934 holiday season, 
the only 1%c stamp to be had at 
the Omaha main post office for 
mailing Christmas greetings were 
the ones with the state control. 
Tens of thousands of sheets were 
disposed of then. 

I have first-day covers with the 
2c of Omaha, Lincoln, Elkhorn, 
Fremont, Cedar Bluffs, Kearney, 
Grand Island, Valley and Water- 
loo, Nebraska, all postmarked 
April 24, 1929. (Correction! The 
Lincoln cover is dated April 25th.)

His cartooning is done exactly 
as you see him at work in the 
picture above. 

In recounting the episodes of his 
life, Charles remarked that he 
didn’t begin to live until he start- 
ed to go with the girl who is now 
his ELW (Ever Loving Wife). 
Both of them had the same inter- 
ests—stamp collecting, drawing, 
fishing and hiking and camping 
along the scenic by-ways of the 
Northwest. 

Like most folks who have a 
creative bent, Weil passed up few 
opportunities to add to his stock 
in trade. In the minutes between 
action on his job as a “saw punk” 
with a local lumber company he 
used to write ideas on chips of 
wood which he put in his pockets 
and copied in a more permanent 
form on his arrival home. 

His first sale of a cartoon oc- 
curred in 1937 to a lumber work- 
er’s magazine. Today, he shud- 
ders every time he thinks of it. 

Knowing nothing about the 
principles of reduction he drew it 
20 by 20 inches. In the magazine 
it was reduced to a size of 2 inches 
by 2 inches, and the resulting pic- 
ture was so faint as to be almost 
illegible. But he has learned a 
lot about cartooning since then. 
Steady plugging brought him 
other clients so that soon, he was 
a regular contributor to a dozen 
publications. He had one com- 
mission which required him to do 
a “Home Oddities” series of pic- 
tures for the magazine of the Na- 
tional Lumber Manufacturers As- 
sociation. It was something in the 
nature of a Believe-It-Or-Not 
about houses, lumber and_ the 
lumber business, 

Other magazines which have 
carried his cartoons are “Surgical 
Business”, “Successful Farming”, 
“Click” and the “Saturday Eve- 
ning Post” (once). 

All this drawing was done in 
the evenings after he came back 
home from his daily stint in the 
lumber mill.

OREGON MAN 
MAKES GOOD! 


On June 23, 1912 three loud toots from the whistle of the steamboat “Winnie Mae” docked at Big

But I question their position as 
stated in the second paragraph 
above where they will refuse per- 
mission to re produce the Boy 
Scout emblem in a cachet. The 
BSA is probably ali pe to pro- 
duce an “official” cachet of its 
own in which no doubt they plan 
to use their emblem. 

Their refusal to let anyone else 
use it borders on the selfish. The 
Boy Scouts have been backed and 
promoted by our citizens as a 
whole through Community Chests, 
civic organizations and through 
individual personal interest. Pos- 
sibly some of these same cover 
dealers have been interested and 
have supported scouting to the 
fullest extent. 

I believe that the BSA would 
have a difficult time making any 
headway in a court of law in the 
prosecution of any person or per- 
sons using the emblem. It has 
been used so widely for all kinds 
of promotions, news matter and 
illustrations many of which are 
connected with the making of a 
profit, and used without the per- 
mission of the BSA, that the em- 
blem might be considered com- 
mon property. 

In any event, even though Con- 
gress favored the BSA, they’d 
have a tough time making their 
decision or ruling “stick” in a 
court of law, besides which they’d 
lose a tremendous amount of good 
will.

Getting back to one of the sou- 
venir sheets mentioned above, the 
TIPEX, not many collectors are 
aware of any intimate story con- 
nected with it. 

Because the Post Office De- 
partment wanted a_ sufficient 
quantity of these on hand for 
sale on the first day at the Third 
International Philatelic Exhibi- 
tion, for which the sheet was is- 
sued, three shifts of printers were 
put on duty at the Bureau of En 
graving and Printing to produce 
them. 

On the second night, the night 
shift pressman, noting that the 
ink was getting low in the press 
fountain, dumped the contents of 
a can of ink in it that was sitting 
by the press. 

What he didn’t know at the time 
he did it was that the ink was 
black instead of purple. 

Because of the lighting, he did 
not note the gradual change of 
color from purple through darker 
and darker shades to finally a 
color. When he fin- 
ally did, the press was shut down, 
and the approximately 1300 full 
sheets, containing 30 of the Souv- 
enir sheets each, were destroyed. 

Thus no copies of a very inter- 
esting error in color ever reached 
the public, nor did any of the 
~ peel darkened shades there- 
of. 

As with the CIPEX 1947 sheet, 
some of the TIPEX were printed 
at the government exhibit within 
the exhibition itself. A special 
plate, numbered 21563 was used 
there, and all sheets printed from 
it were destroyed. 

Only those sheets printed from 
plate numbers 21557-8 were sold 
to the public. Either of those num- 
bers are to be found on each TI- 
PEX souvenir sheet.

There is a 50d 
red showing two hemispheres and 
a 250R blue showing a_ winged 
messenger delivering a letter.

used in 1925 and in contrast a 
modern microphone. The set 
honors the 25th anniversary of 


Japanese radio. 

NEPAL: The UPU business is 
so good that Nepal is reported to 
have applied for membership so as 
to participate in the UPU’s 75th 
anniversary. 

NIUE: A ten value _ set to 3 
shillings is to be issued on June 1. 
The stamps are to be bi-colored 
pictorials and _ will doubtless be 
very popular, Full details will ap- 
pear here when available. 





KOREA: A two value set 
shows two Koreans and the flag 
of Korea. Denominations are 15w 
olive green and a 65w violet. 








MEXICO: A 1 peso slate air- 
mail just received shows a group 
of native dancers performing the 
dance of the half moon. 

POLAND: Added values in 
the current postage due set Scott’s 
type D12 have been received. 
These are 1zl, 2zl, 3zl, 15zl, and 
25z1. 

There is also a _  10zl reddish 
brown in an entirely new design 
showing the Polish eagle. 

ST. LUCIA: The 2c coil stamp 
of the new decimal currency set 
which was originally issued in 
perforation 141%4x14 has been 
found in perforation 12%. While 
these perf varieties are often not 
listed by Scott, they are impor- 
tant varieties to British colonial 
specialists and often command 
premiums abroad. 

For example, recent supplies of 
Bermuda 2 and 5 shillings were 
issued in perforation 13 %4x12.9 
instead of perforated 14 all around 
as heretofore. At this writing the 
two stamps in the new perforation 
are sold out and new supplies are 
back with the old perforation. 

The two stamps with the odd 
perforations now bring $5.00 as 
against $1.50 for the two with the

the four Pro Juventute semi-post- 
als of 1948 which carried a por- 
trait of Gen. Ulrich Wille, and pic- 
tures of the following Swiss flow- 
ers respectively, a Foxglove, an 
Alpine Rose and a Lily of Para- 
dise. 

Vatican City received its award 
for the set of two airmails issued 
in 1949 with denominations of 250 
and 500 Lire, and which depicted 
the Archangel Raphael leading 
the boy, Tobias. 

The decision of the jury in se- 
lecting the stamps was contained 
in the following report of its ac- 
tions: 

“Assembled in Madrid today, 
the jury appointed by the order 
of the Ministry of the Interior on 
March 29, 1949 composed of His 
Excellency the Director General 
of Posts, Luis Rodriguez de Mig- 
uel; His Excellency the Director 
General of the Seal, Fernando 
Roldan: The Director General of 
Cultural Relations, Carlos Canal; 
The Director of the Mint; Luis 
Auguet; The Director of the Roy- 
al Academy of Art, Marceliano 
Santa Maria; Professor of History 
and Art, Jose Camon Aznar; His 
Excellency Jose Frances, of the 


Library and Museum of Posts; 
and Jose Maria Frances of the 
Philatelic Section of Posts, to 


award the prizes “Carabela San- 
ta Maria” and “Nao Victoria” to 
the two stamps or series of stamps 
having the most symbolic and ar- | 
tistic value, do resolve the follow- 
ing: 

“In accordance with the pur- 
poses of the said Ministerial Or- | 
der and prior to the examination | 
of the stamps received in the| 
General Post Office from January | 
1, 1948 until May 31, 1949, it is! 
unamimously resolved to give the | 
General Post Office of Switzer- | 
land the prize “Carabela Santa 
Maria” for the four stamps of the 
Pro Juventute series of 1948, and 
the prize “Nao Victoria” to the 
Vatican City Post Office for the 
airmail stamps issued in 1949, 

“The jury takes pleasure in the | 
fact that in awarding the “Nao} 
Victoria” prize to Vatican City, 
and awarding the “Carabela Santa 
Maria” prize to Switzerland, there 
have been rewarded in the first 
instance, the Postal Administra- 
tion of a state representing uni- | 
versal brotherhood among __ all 
peoples. The prize stamp has bibli- 
cal significance in that it por- 
trays young Tobias walking to- 
ward his destiny, guided by the 
Angel, as if trying to remind us 
that all advances of science should 
be left under the guidance of the 
Divinity if they are to make for 
good and the salvation of the 
human race. 

“And the reward to the Pro 
Juventute Swiss series of 1948, 
brings well earned distinction to 
the Helvetic Administration which 
has an indisputable tradition of 
beauty and ability, matched by 
the best in attention and zeal for 
everything having to do with the

equipment on the island was a 
sort of mimeograph device that 
was used to duplicate official or- 
ders. 

Naturally there must have been 
many consultations over the dif- 
ferent stamp designs the sergeant 
had prepared. The one selected 
had a profile portrait of Napoleon 
III, then emperor of France. The 
stamp was ready in 1859. It is a 
rather crude design in black and 
of a 10-centimes denomination 
They were lithographed in sheets 
of fifty, are imperforate and un- 
gummed. There is such a marked 
difference in the designs that each 
constitute a distinct variety 


When Triquerat’s ‘term in the 


jmarines expired he requested to 


be discharged in New Caledonia 
in order to go into the lithograph- 
ing business there. His health 
failing, he took passage on a ship 
for France, and died enroute 
When his personal effects. left 
aboard the boat, were auctioned 
off in France, the most valuable 
portion was a number of sheets 
of the New Caledonia stamp.
